There is profit in analyzing the 

votes cast at the recent elections in 

>  thegreat States. The figures furnish 

some instructive lessons for political 

students, especially for Democratic 

students.

-- 033. Now Cleveland carries it “td 
193,991,” Thousands of Republicans 
voted leuiers for Cleveland. It fol- 
lows as a matter of course that nearly 
many Democrats neglected to vote. 

In New York city 30,000 Republi- 
cans did not vote at all. In Kings 
county, which ineludes Brooklyn, near- 
ly as many Republicans stayed at home 
as voted.

deemed and triumphant from its pres- 
ent app:rent disaster.’ There is not a 
Republican less or a Democrat more 
to-day than in 1880.

boxes aggregated $634. This quarter 
they will re.ch almost double that 
amount. The returns from sales ot 
three-cent stamps {for this month al- 
ready reach $1500, of -one-cent 
stamps, $100, and-.otber denomina- 
tions in proportion. The domestic 
mosccy orders of Los Angeles post- 
office for the present year, to Nov. Ist, 
exceed by 1800 those of Oukland, a 
city of 40,000 inhabitants. The post- 
master is confident that if a fair, 
practical estimate of the population 
be taken, based on the increase of 
business since the census was taken in 
1880, it undoubtedly exceeds 20,000 
to- day, 
A DILEMMA. 

Although $2000 of the $3000 in- 
creased fund recently allowed to Los 
Angeles postoflice, is forthcoming at 
once, the postmaster is utterly unable 
to utilize it,in view of the fact that 
every foot of available space for 
boxes and  ffer general  deliv- 
ery is already occupied. Three 
men are constantly employed from 
morning till night in the general de- 
livery department, and the throng 
which congregates at the windows, 
reaching out at times into the street, 
testify to the urgent need for more 
room. Applicants for boxes are turned 
away daily on account of the impossi- 
bility of furnishing more boxes. 


THE REMKDY. 


Postmaster Dunkelberger believes 
that with the adoption of a free postal 
delivery, the only feasible remedy that 
suggests itself now, the demands on 
the general delivery department would 
be reductd over one-half, and on the 
box department from one-third to one- 
half. It is a gratifying fact that prom- 
inent postoffice officials in Washington 
favor the establishment of a free mail 
delivery in Los Angeles, and they have 
promised to intercede in behalf of its 
early consummation. 


NUMBERING STREETS. 


bering the streets being entirely inade- 
quate fur the demands of a letter carrier 
system, the following is suggested as 
acomprehensive and intelligent plan 
of procedure: Taking the corner of 
Main and Fist strcets as a starting 
point, Main,street north of First street 
could be designated Main strect north, 
and the same street south of First 
strect could be called Main street | 
south, and all other parallel streets on 
the same principle. On the other 
hand, First street. cast and west of 
Main street, could be designated First 
street east, First street we st, etc. That 
would form a basis for the intelligent 
numbering of every street in the city. 
Each block should have 100 numbers, 
or 50 to each side, thus aiding the 
letter-carriers and the public gener- 
ally in the work of finding numbers. 
This is sub. tantially the Philadelphia 
plun. The Times would suggest that a 
careful canvass of the city’s population 
be made, commencing on the first of 
January next until completed, and that 
the result, with a petitfon for a free 
postal deliv ery, be forwarded to the 
Postmaster-General.
